1t will thus be obeerved that the front line of
the building will have a lenzth of nearly 400
fect, with a return of each end of' 228 1eet, ex-
c¢lusive of an exstension 10 one wing, to con-
tain the Jaundry and other conveniences, of
65 by 74 teet, whicn, with the intermedinte
wings, will be two-stories high, while the cen-
tre and four maln pavilions above described
are all three stories.  Also. on the rear of the
main centee 18 n chinoel, 42 by 103 teet, capable
of contnining upwards of six hundred persovs,
adapted to the requiremenie und charncter ol
Lhe enterprise,

The design 18 a fair example of modern Ltalinn;
the only cmbeliishments that have been al-
tempted consisting rather in giving the uvsefol
fenthres good proportions, with graceful torms
of detail, than 1 adding decorations for their
own gake, The most noticeable architectural
attractions are o crowning doree in the central
editice, the arched openings throavhout the
gtructure, and the appropriste arcades in the
front.

The main walls of the structure wilt be built
and faced with stone quuarried on the premises,
the roof covered with slate, and the whole con.

the arrangements ol the interior, which can
